S.R.O. 91 . —lii e,\trcise ol' the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in 
superaesjoin of the Ordnance Factories Organisation (Groups ‘A’, 'B and ‘C posts of School Establistment) Re¬ 
cruitment Rules, J976, in so far as they relate to Group ‘C’ posts, except as respects th'ngs done or emitted to be 
done liefore sucl) super .cssion, the I'rcsident hereby makes the following rules regulating the n'lCthod of recruitment 
to certain Group ‘C' posts in the School Establishment of Ordnance Factories Organisation of the Ministry of De¬ 
fence, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement — 

(1) These rules may be called the Ordnance Froctories Organisation (Group ‘C’ posts of School Establishinent) 
Recruitment Rules. 1995. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application—These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these 

rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and .scale of pay—The number of the said posts, their classification and the 
scales of pay att.nched thereto shall be as speciPed in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method <3r recruitment, age limit and other qualifications etc.^The method of recruiimoiit, age limit 
qualifientions and other matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule* 
afore'-atd. 

5. Disqualification— 

No Iversons,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who hawng a spouse Fving, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Gov-emment may if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other party to the ncrriage an ’ that there are other 
grounds for so doing ' xenipt any persor from the op. ration of this rule. 

6. Powers to relax— 

Where the Centra] Government is of the opinion thai it in necessary or expedient so to do it may by order 
for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any cla.s 9 or cate- 
g ory of persons. 
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7. Saving 

Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations relaxation of age limil and other concessions required to bo 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special categories of persons in 
accordance w’th the orders issued by the Cen'ral Goverrment from time to time in this regard.

Within the total number of posts in the same scale of pay, addition to and reduction of posts under 
different designations and names cn any scale of pay may be made by the Ordnance Frctcrics Board 
from time to time cn the basis of changes in work lead and functinoal requirements. 

For adininistrati\o conven cncc the Ordrcnce Faetcres Ecaid categorises the schools as falling under 
certain geographical regions. The incumbent in Giciip 'C’ posts in this Schedule are normally liable 
for service in any school in the same region in the Ordnance Factories Organisaticn. Bnt this will be 
without prejudice to the right of the manegejnent that n the public interest, to transfer them to equiva¬
